Brig. Gen. Boatner personally commanded the operation. 


Economic Paralysis Rapidly Spreading 


P ittsb urgh—The showdown steel strike b rought production cut- 
b a< ks and enforced layoffs in dependent industries today as steel offi­ 
cials met in New York to plan their nex t step in the two-day-old walkout. 
Meanwhile, a fast-spreading economic paralysis threatened the country 
with some 35,000 coal miners in steel-company owned plants and some 
9000 railroad workers laid off. The New York Central and Erie rail­ 
roads furloughed 1200 workers and the Pennsylvania railroad announced 
it will furlough 8000 tomorrow.

SPEAK UP; GENERALI 


Som e weeks a g o , when President Truman 'took over the 
steel industry in -defiance of statutes and constitution, this news­ 
paper called upon General Eisenhower to comm ent upon the 
issue, perhaps the most challenging ever raised in this supposedly 
self-governing republic. 
General Eisenhower found time to com m ent on a number 
of other matters, such as the amount of m oney which should be 
raised to buy European support to NATO , the advisability of 
universal military training, and other-collateral subjects where 
his thinking parallels that of the M arshall-Truman-Acheson axis. 
But he found no time to discuss the question of whether 
it was right for a president to declare his own em ergencies and 
do whatever he chose to meet them, withput regard to the reme­ 
dies provided by Congress or the restrictions set up by the C on­ 
stitution. 
The subject was a political hot-potato, for the reason that 
it was touch-and-go, in many minds, whether the Supreme Court 
would "stand up" in the matter, or would bend the knee to the 
power which appointed the court— the chief executive. 
Of the two major candidates for the Republican nom i­ 
nation, one courageously stated his position, without waiting to 
see what the justices were going to say. That was Senator Taft. 
who promptly branded the steel take-over a high-handed action 
without legal or constitutional authorization, and the sort of 
conduct which would eventually destroy free governm ent in this 
nation. 
The other leading contender, General Eisenhower, re­ 
mained silent. 
W e wish respectively to point out to General Eisenhower 
that this is one of a hundred issues where it is, or should be, 
imperative for the Republicans to know where their would-be 
candidates stand before the convention. 
It is not too late for the General, to say whether he holds 
it reprehensible for a President to try to usurp the constitutional 
power of Congress, whether he considers it to be “statesmanship"
